LOSES APPEAL 
IN HIGH COURT 


Supreme 
U o u r ! 
Upholds 
.Judice McPherson in S e t­

Aside

Philadelphia, March 17 
(AP)-— 
The supreme court today affirmed 
the judgment of the Adams county 
court of common pleas in the case 
of L. Wrist Miller, of New Oxford, 
appellant, versus the Southern As­ 
phalt company, of Richmond, Vir­ 
ginia. 
Was Awarded $6729 
Miller was awarded a verdict of 
$6729 80 for the death of his wife, 
Mrs. Jeannette Miller in court here 
j on May 18, 1933. He sought $30,000 
from the asphalt company. 
Judge Donald P. McPherson later 
set aside the verdict 
and 
Miller, 
through his attorney, W. Clarence 
Sheely, Esq.. of Gettysburg, took an 
appeal to the state supreme court. 
The case was argued before the su­ 
preme court last January. 
Along with the verdict in favor of 
Miller, the jury awared Nevin Rider, 
also of New Oxford. $445 for dam­ 
ages to his automobile. This case 
was appealed to tile state superior 
court, with the notation that its dis­ 
position should follow the derision 
of the supreme court in the Miller 
case.
